A MELANCHOLY SHOOTING FATALITY 
took place at Bethnal-green last Sunday night.

EMPRESS ОҒ RUSSIA'S DIAMONDS. 
А CORRESPONDENT of the Boston Herald thus 
describes the Empress of Russia’s appearance in 
full dress :—‘‘ At last we entered the Throne 
Room, and there, surrounded by a sca of 
splendour, stood the Empress, herself a moving 
mass of diamonds. She was the most dazzling 
sight of all. On her head was a crown once 
worn by the great Elizabeth. Describe it? No. 
I only saw millions of coloured rays and white 
sparks of light emitted from it at every motion 
of the Royal person. The necklace was made 
from what was left over of the crown. It 
reached from her neck to her waist, and had 
rubies, sapphires, and diamonds enough in it to 
have supplied a thousand ordinary necklaces. 
The Imperial Orders worn on her breast contained 
all the gems of the East. They scintillated with 
light, and that is all that 1 can say of them. The 
stuff of her gown was emerald velvet, with a 
train of white velvet embroidered with enough 
gold to stock а mine, and bordered with real 
gold balls. The front of the gown was orna- 
mented with ropes of linked pink cord, set in 
diamonds, and fastened at intervals. Never saw 
I human being thus arrayed. Solomon might 
have put on more, but I do not believe it."

The Madrid correspondent of the Times says :— 
Most heartrending details have been received of 
the terrible fire by which the Baquet Theatre at 
"Oporto was destroyed. The disaster seems to 
‘have been similar to that at the Opéra Comique, 
in Paris. Up to Thursday se’nnight, eighty 
bodies had been recovered, and it is calculated 
that as many more are still in the ruins. The 
conflagration was caused by an explosion of gas, 
after which the theatre was in complete darkness. 
It is stated that the building had already been 
condemned by the authorities as offering in- 
sufficient security.

THE LATE EMPEROR OF 

GERMANY. 
А soLemn celebration in memory of the 
late Emperor William of Germany was 
held by a number of the Germans in 
London, in Exeter Great Hall, last 
Saturday night. The proposal to com- 
memorate the occasion of the funeral 
of their beloved monarch, made 
scarcely ten days before, was eagerly 
taken up by a large number of the 
German societies in London, and a 
joint committee, representing the 
German Gymnasium, the Pilgrim 
Lodge of Freemasons, the German 
Guild of Art and Letters, the German 
Benevolent Society, the German Glee 
Club, and the Camberwell Choral 
Society, was formed for carrying out 
the proposal in a manner worthy of 
the occasion. The invitations stated 
that the doors would be opened at 
seven, and that the ceremonial would 
commence at eight o'clock. Long 
before this hour, however, a goodly 
crowd of loyal Germans congregated 
in the Strand, and at half-past six it 
was deemed expedient to open the 
doors. By seven o’clock the majority 
of the seats were filled, and long before 
the hour of eight not a vacant foot of 
space was to be had in any part of the 
great hall. 

At eight a distinguished party 
arrived, consisting of the Prince of 
Wales; next, Prince Christian; then, 
Count Hatzfeldt and the German Am- 
bassador. ‘These were followed by Dr. 
Jordon, Consul-General for Germany ; 
Graf Von Liverhoff, Consul-General 
for Austria; Sir Francis Knollys, Sir 
Arthur Ellis, and Captain Schröder. 
The assembly rose quietly and orderly 
to welcome Royalty ; but there was no 
attempt at cheering, nor was a voice 
lifted above a whisper. 

The service commenced with a 
funeral march by Beethoven. An ode 
in memory of the late Emperor was 
recited, and representatives of the 
German choral societies sang two 
hymns. The event of the evening was 
the delivery of an oration in memory of 
the deceased Emperor by Professor 
Max Müller. The address, which the 
learned Professor read in German, was 
of considerable length, and comprised 
a fairly complete political and historical 
review of the leading events of the 
reign of William I. In parts it was 
exceedingly sympathetic, and elicited 
some display of feeling on the part of 
his listeners. The most important, if 
not the most interesting, part of this 
memorable address may be freely 
rendered in these words: ‘‘‘ The 
German Emperor is gone home.’ In 
the whole course of the world’s 
history we shall find no life to 
compare with the life of the Emperor 
William. If we look down from the 
highest pinnacle over the whole history 
of the world, in order to measure the 
greatness of the present by the great- 
ness of the past, what do we see? 
Greater than Arminius, greater than 
Frederick, greater than Charles the 
Great, greater than Frederic Bar- 
barossa, greater than Gustavus 
Adolphus, greater than Frederic the 
Great stands the man who has trium- 
phantly closed for ever this struggle of 
two thousand years, whose whole 
aspirations were not for war and 
victory, but for peace, and above all 
for securing the peace of the world— 
the man whose home-going we 
celebrate to-day with many yet proud 
hearts, the Emperor William, the first 
German Emperor." 

During the evening the following 
telegram was sent to the German 
Emperor at Charlottenburg :—** Three 
thousand London Germans assembled 
in Exeter Hall to do honour to the 
revered memory of your much beloved 
father, the lamented Emperor, are 
anxious to convey to their Emperor and 
his Consort their heartfelt and loyal 
wishes for a long life and a happy 
reign." 
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FLOODS IN HUNGARY. 
Tux most distressing news comes from 
the flooded districts of Southern 
Hungary. ‘The localities which have 
suffered most this time are situated 
about half-way between Szegedin and 
Groswardein. Csaba and Bekes have 
already been devastated. It is one of 
the saddest spectacles (the Daily News 
correspondent says) to see that every 
time a city or a district is in imminent 
danger, and when its fields have been 
inundated by the floods, the p 
unwiling to bear the whole brunt of 
the catastrophe, break the dykes and 
allow the water to pour into the 
Res hbouring district. All the towns 

villages in the vicinity are thus 
exte to à common danger when a 
dyke has given way. 

On Wednesday se'nnight a train was 
sent on the railway dykes as far as it 
could go, advancing between two seas, 
the waves of which were furiously 

ing against the embankment. The 
inhabitants of Bekes and Foeldvar were 
taken by surprise, and had not time to 
save their poor belongi Débris of 
furniture, beds, and the wooden parts 
of houses are floating in quantities on 
the flooded fields. The train carried 
off ahundred of the distressed peasants, 
whose cries rang through the night, as 
they had to give up all hope of ever 
getting back their little property—very 
likely all they had in the world. As 
the train slowly went backwards the 
water reached some little distance up 
the wheels of the carriage. In one 
place the dyke was broken down for 
2000 yards, and the flood was rushing 
over it into the fields beyond with the 
violence of a strong rapid river. Near 
Csaba the dyke was also broken as is 
asserted, by theinhabitants themselves. 
The resul was that the water sank 
almost a foot-and-a-half in one day. 
Except in those places where they 
had to be given up, the dykes 
are being repaired by superhuman 
efforts, a thousand soldiers and more 
being employed in one spot. In other 
parts the masses of snow suddenly 
thawing have brought about similar 
results to those of the floods. 

Many of thesmallerrivers in Hungary 
are also swollen to broad streams, and 
the danger to the towns in their neigh- 
bourhood is very great. Several persons 
have been drowned. The waters can- 
not again return to the bed of the 
river. The entire county of Bekes will 
therefore resemble a lake up to the end 
of the summer, and the population 
will be pinged into the deepest misery. 

A public subscription has been opened 
for the sufferers, and the Emperor has 
contributed 10,000 fl. to the fund. The 
Szamos river has totally destroyed the 
town of Fehergyarmatt, in addition to 
no fewer than thirty-nine villages in 
the county of Szathmar. The Raab 
River has inundated and devastated 


half а dozen villages in the Oedenburg | Y 


county, near Pesth. 


SNOWSTORM. 

Severat parts of the country were 
again visited last Saturday with a 
severe snowstorm. In North Wales 
at times the severity of the storm was 
such that many mountain roads were 
rendered impassable, and it is feared 
the live stock on upland farms will 
seriously suffer. Іп Monmouthshire 
snow fell heavily during Saturday 
night. Nevertheless, in accordance 
with a local custom on Palm Sunday, 
crowds of people visited burial-places, 
and decorated the graves with flowers. 

The snowstorm was renewed in West- 
moreland on Sunday, and іп the 
mountainous parts was very scvere. 
The Board Schools in Stanimore have 
been closed for five weeks, owing to 
the difficulty of the childr en tr avelling 
on the roads in the severe weather. In 
the neighbourhood of Grantham, on 
Saturday night, there was a heavy fall 
of snow. 

Glasgow and the West of Scotland 
experienced the effects of the snow- 
storm for several hours on Saturday. 
Many telegraph wires were broken, and 
the country is covered with snow.
